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Report  for  the  Year ,  1927. 


rT',HE  Board  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to 
the  Governors  the  Hundred  and  First  Annual  statement 
of  Accounts  and  Balance  Sheet. 

The  total  number  of  In-Patients  treated  in  the  Hospital 
during  1927  was  1365.  The  number  of  operations  which 
required  anaesthetics  was  1387.  A  list  of  these  operations 
will  be  found  on  page  32.  There  were  2618  Out-Patients  who 
made  7854  attendances.  There  were  in  addition  1331  attend¬ 
ances  in  the  X-Ray  Department  and  2747  attendances  of 
Patients  for  Electrical  Massage.  The  number  of  Paying 
Patients  admitted,  who  paid  for  medical  treatment  and  their 
cost  of  maintenance,  was  57. 

The  Board  desire  to  express  their  best  thanks  to  all  the 
members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  for  the  skill  and  care 
with  which  they  have  at  all  times  treated  the  patients  in  the 
Hospital.  They  also  wish  to  acknowledge  the  efficient  manner 
in  which  the  House  Surgeons,  Secretarial  and  Nursing  Staffs 
and  all  other  employees  of  the  Hospital  have  carried  out  their 
duties.  They  are  further  much  indebted  to  the  Ministers  of 
Religion  for  their  earnest  attention  to  the  spiritual  welfare  of 
both  Staff  and  Patients. 

The  Board  wish  to  thank  most  heartilv  all  those  who 

j 

have  contributed  to  the  Hospital  in  money  or  in  kind,  and 
those  who  have  given  their  much  valued  personal  services. 

They  desire  to  thank  Viscount  Cowdray  for  his  continued 
support,  and  much  valued  gift  of  £250  from  the  receipts  of  the 
Cowdray  Golf  Links.  The  Mayoress  of  Chichester  and  her 
assistants  for  £212  16s.  2d.,  the  proceeds  of  Alexandra  Rose 
Day,  the  Committee  of  Lady  Guilford’s  Harriers’  Point-to- 
Point  Steeplechases  for  their  kind  gift  of  £95  to  be  allocated  to 
the  purpose  of  an  Instrument  Sterilizer  and  a  Jackson  Boiler 
for  the  Theatre.  All  those  who  contributed  goods  or  money  to¬ 
wards  Pound  Day  valued  at  £312  19s.  IGd.  The  Ladies’  Linen 
League  for  the  equivalent  of  £218  8s.  4d.  in  linen  and  household 
necessaries.  The  Ministers  of  Religion  who  gave  Congregational 
Collections  amounting  to  £599  I  Os.  Od.  The  League  of  Mercy  for

their  gift  of  £70.  Mr.  Thorp  Oliver  for  £46  10s.  derived  from  his 
successful  Whist  Drive  at  Fittleworth.  Mr.  Joseph  Jubb  for 
£50  the  proceeds  of  the  Hospital  Day  he  so  kindly  organised 
at  Bognor.  Mr.  Bassil  Shippam  for  his  administration  of  the 
wireless  apparatus  at  the  Hospital,  which  has  been  so  great 
a  source  of  pleasure  to  the  patients.  All  those  who  contributed 
or  collected  eggs  for  the  Hospital  which  numbered  15,000. 

The  Board  have  to  record  with  the  deepest  regret  the 
death  of  His  Grace  the  late  Duke  of  Richmond  and  Gordon, 
the  Patron  and  a  Trustee  of  the  Hospital,  which  occurred 
shortly  after  the  date  of  this  report.  His  support  and  generous 
assistance  were  at  all  times  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the 
Institution,  and  his  donation  of  the  amount  given  by  visitors 
shown  over  Goodwood  House  during  the  year  under  review  is 
much  appreciated. 

The  Board  have  also  with  very  deep  regret  to  record  the 
death  of  Sir  James  Walter  Turing,  Bart.,  for  many  years  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Management  of  the  Hospital  to  which 
he  rendered  most  valuable  services.  This  also  occurred  after 
the  date  of  this  report. 

As  the  Governors  will  see  from  the  Statement  of  Accounts, 
the  revenue  of  the  Hospital  has  not  been  sufficient  to  meet 
the  expenditure  incurred.  The  deficit  amounts  to  £1976  12s.  lid. 
The  Board  have  however  reason  to  hope  that  the  financial 
position  will  be  improved  in  the  future. 

The  Contributory  Scheme  is  now  well  established  and  the 
number  of  contributors  at  the  end  of  1927  reached  10,700 
covering  with  children  and  dependents  some  21,000  persons. 
There  have  been  considerable  additions  since  that  date. 
Some  time  must  however  necessarily  elapse  before  the  full 
financial  benefit  of  the  Scheme  can  accrue  to  the  Hospital, 
and  the  results  of  the  initial  year  cannot  fairly  be  taken  as  the 
measure  of  its  success.  For  this  most  satisfactory  result  the 
Board  are  much  indebted  to  the  Chairman,  Committee  and 
Staff  of  the  Scheme,  and  to  all  those  who  have  assisted  them. 

The  Royal  WTest  Sussex  Hospital  Centenary  Appeal  and 
Doctor  David  Ewart  Memorial  Fund  Committee  under  the 
able  Chairmanship  of  the  Earl  of  Bessborough  have  received 
£7791  up  to  the  end  of  1927  and  £9258  up  to  February  14th. 
In  addition  to  this  amount  received  in  money,  Messrs.  C. 
Shippam,  Limited,  of  Chichester,  have  most  generously 
defrayed  the  entire  cost  of  the  new  large  electrical  passenger 
lift  including  the  cost  of  erection.  This  lift  had  become  a 
necessity  and  as  such  was  placed  in  priority  to  all  the  other 
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objects  contemplated.  This  most  timely  gift  has  therefore 
released  a  very  considerable  sum  now  able  to  be  utilized  towards 
other  improvements.  The  Board  wish  to  express  their 
grateful  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  the  Honorary  and 
Organising  Secretaries  of  the  Fund.  To  Messrs.  C.  Shippam, 
Limited,  to  Mr.  J.  E.  Whitehead,  Architect,  of  Chichester,  for 
plans  and  much  valued  assistance,  and  to  all  those  who  have 
contributed  to,  or  assisted  in  forwarding,  the  Fund. 

To  meet  the  present  deficit,  the  Board  ask  your  sanction 
to  use  the  uninvested  funds  in  the  Trustees’  Account,  and  to 
sell  from  the  invested  funds  a  sufficient  amount  to  satisfy  the 
balance. 

A  legacy  of  £1000  has  been  received  during  the  course  of 
the  year  from  the  late  Rev.  Prebendary  J.  C.  B.  Fletcher  and 
placed  to  Capital  Account  in  accordance  with  the  Statutes. 
Also  £63  Os.  Od.  from  the  late  Doctor  David  Ewart, 
which,  at  his  request,  has  been  paid  to  the  Centenary  Fund. 

The  Annual  Hospital  Ball  wTas  again  well  patronised  and 
the  satisfactory  sum  of  £160  was  handed  to  the  Hospital, 
The  Board  wash  to  thank  all  those  who  assisted  in  making  this 
a  success. 

The  Board  trust  that  they  will  continue  to  receive  the 
necessary  support  from  residents  in  the  district  served  by  the 
Hospital,  to  enable  them  to  maintain  it  in  full  efficiency.

REPORT  OF  THE  ROYAL  WEST  SUSSEX  HOSPITAL 
WIRELESS  INSTALLATION,  1927. 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  financial  statement  that  the  wireless 
fund  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condition.  The  heaviest  item  of 
expenditure  (£5  13s.  lid.)  was  incurred  in  removing  the 
receiving  apparatus  to  the  assistant  matron's  sitting  room, 
with  the  attendant  alteration  of  wiring,  aerial,  etc.,  The 
increased  efficiency  in  working  has  proved  however,  that  it 
was  money  well  spent.  Renewals  totalled  £2  18s.  10d.,  the 
small  remainder  being  spent  on  new  items. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  spend  anything  on  repairs, 
Mr.  Bassil  Shippam  having  carried  out  such  as  were  requisite. 

In  addition  to  the  monetary  donations,  gifts  of  nine  pairs  of 
'phones  have  been  received  from  various  donors  and  by  the 
kindness  of  Mrs.  Close,  a  loudspeaker  has  been  installed  in  the 
maids'  dining  room. 

The  new  set  installed  by  Mr.  Shippam,  early  in  the  year  has 
been  going  very  satisfactorily,  the  period  of  normal  running 
hours'  breakdown  being  practically  nil. 

Every  bed  in  the  men’s  wing  is  now  equipped  with  head¬ 
phones,  and  the  same  applies  to  the  women’s  wing,  with  the 
exception  of  6-8  beds.  It  is  regrettable  that  there  is  not  as 
much  care  taken  of  them  as  might  be. 

The  set  is  now  working  on  an  average  ten  hours  daily  at  an 
approximate  cost  of  1/6  per  week.
